DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments and accompanying remarks filed 4/8/04 have been 
entered and carefully considered. Applicant's amendments are not found to patently 
distinguish the claims over the prior art and Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive of patentability for reasons set forth herein below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Johnson (4472461 ) in view of either Hodgson (3645835), Metcalf (4559938), Tani et al 
(4789413), Ward (5000172), Kay (5713842), Plews (5755681), orTakemoto (EP 
0353972), as set forth in the previous actions. 

Applicant argues that Johnson does not form a body facing surface. It is the 
examiner's position that this limitation does not define a patentable difference 
from the prior art. The combination set forth above teaches the same structure 
claimed by applicant. The phrase "body facing surface" amounts to an intended 
use of the structure and does not overcome the instant rejection.
